2, dn the communities where the Danish Group had been achive for some time end ‘pre- 
election mectings had been held, the results satisfied the Denes, on the whole. 
However, the Danish Group was handicapped in that it could not carry on counter 
propaganda to that waged by the German-minded.. Furthermore, the lack of a Ger- 
wan language newspaper was keenly felt by the Danish faction. Jt is apparent 
that the Ci] succeeded in capturing most of the refuges votes. The defeat of 
the Communists was more decisive than had been expected. 


3. it many communities where the Danish organization had insufficient strength to 
place candidates in the election, Lanish~minded people were nevertheless "elected. 
in Silberstedt, for example, three members of the South Slesvig Society were 
chosen as CDU representatives; in Hollingstedt, the only Danish candidate running 
was elected and of the ten CDU candidates elected, sll are membera or on the waite 
ing list te become meebera of the South Slesvig Society. In most mmicipalities 
there was not & complete roster of Denish candidates, and therefore the election 
gesuits cannot be considered a trues measure of Danish strength. Such local con- 
ditions as the number of refugees voting exerted considerable influence.
